Mr. Dulles Accepts 
The Facts of Life 


Secretary of State Dulles’ notice to the 
Communists that if they start any new 
wars the United States might well strike 
at the heart of aggression is a logical de- 
velopment in American foreign policy. 

To say that his statement buries the 
“containment policy” is hardly being fac- 
tual. It implements that policy by giving 
notice not merely that Red imperialism 
will not be tolerated but that any expan- 
sionist moves will be met with retaliation 
at the center of Communist power. 

The new line represents continuity in 
the largely bipartisan foreign policy we 
have followed since we caught on to the 
Soviet game. That policy simply said that 
Communist expansion had gone as far as 
we would permit. We frantically shored 
up our defenses and rebuilt our own and 
the free world’s strength in the face of 
the greatest threat in our history. 


The basic job of restoring shattered 
economies and building a framework of 
strength is behind us. We can now af- 
ford to take a more aggressive line and 
that is what Dulles is doing. 


We have maintained that powerful 
American and ‘free world retaliatory 
forces are the surest guarantees of peace. 
Such guarantees, of course, must depend 
upon maintaining the world’s most pow- 
erful Air Force and an arsenal of atomic 
_Veapons. That we must do. 


Make no mistake about the implica- 
tions of Mr. Dulles’ speech and the new 
emphasis in the U.S. armed forces. They 
“accept the inevitability of atomic weapons 
and base our strategy squarely on that 
concept. In the final analysis, they rec- 
ognize that any war very likely will be 
an atomic war. 


It long has been an obvious fact that 
the Communists hold the manpower ad- 
vantage in any traditional type of war. 
We cannot hope to match them in divi- 
sions of land troops. We cannot match 
them, either, in the purely dollars and 
cents business of maintaining huge armies 
all over the world for long periods. 

To attempt indefinitely to spend the 
billions that would be demanded of us if 
we meet Russia’s manpower threats 
wherever she decides all over the globe 
would be playing the Russian game. She 
could put such an indefinite strain on the 
free world economy that her tactics of in- 
filtration and subversion eventually would 
accomplish her aims of world domination. 

This new evolution in American policy 
will demand continued sacrifice and vigi- 
lance. 

Failing to gain any workable agree- 
ment on atomic weapons control and in 
the face of a force not ruled by any moral 
restraint, we can do nothing other than to 
accept plain facts.

Traffic Court Solution

Is Again Postponed 


After Lt. Franklin Kreml, director of 
the Northwestern University Traffic In- 
stitute, and Robert Donegan, of the traf- 
fic court improvement division of the 
American Bar Assn., made a survey in 
Atlanta, they recommended a single court 
to try all traffic offenses. 

They described the existing judicial 
system as outdated and hardly adequate 
for a much smaller town. They proposed 
the abolition of municipal general courts 
and traffic courts and of the Fulton Crim- 
. inal Court. Instead, they would substi- 
tute a new court, integrated into the state 
judicial system, to hear all traffic cases 
and ordinance violations in Atlanta and 
misdemeanor violations in Fulton County. 

The Kreml-Donegan plan is in accord 
with the blueprints of the National Con- 
ference of Chief Justices for traffic court 
improvement. 

From the Kreml-Donegan plan there 
arose a city-county feud featuring as prin- 
cipals Mayor W. B. Hartsfield and Fulton 
Criminal Court Solicitor John I. Kelley. 

The mayor said the plan for a single 
court was “nice and ideal, but next to 
impossible to accomplish since parts of 
Atlanta are in DeKalb County, etc.” He 
set out with a City of Atlanta court plan 
which culminated in an act by the Legis- 
lature creating an Atlanta traffic court. 

The Constitution recognized the Harts- 
field plan as a compromise with the origi- 
nal single court idea. We endorsed it as 
working toward the goal of a special traf- 
fic court. Lt. Krem! recognized the plan 
as falling short of his ideal. He gave it a 
lukewarm endorsement as a means to bet- 
ter law enforcement and hence greater 
safety. 

Now the governor has vetoed the bill 
as unconstitutional. And that is that. 

The county will continue to handle 
drunk driving cases in the city. And in so 
doing it must accept the responsibility of 

them promptly and well. The 
city must cooperate with the county in the 
gy of the public welfare.

Kelley foresee the day when Atlanta will 
have a single traffic court. Mr. Kelley 
says he is willing to go along with the 
Northwestern recommendation.

Dodge Citizens Give 
Schools Another Look 


Dodge is a south-of-middle Georgia 
county shaped roughly like a baseball dia- 
mond and a little more than average in 
area. Eastman comes about as near being 
in the center as county seats can come. 

Last year, in May, a school review 
committee proposed two centrally located 
high schools, one for white students, the 
other for Negro. It proposed the conver- 
sion of existing high school buildings to 
grammar schools. 

The reception among Dodge Countians 
was a near insurrection. The school board 
held hearing after hearing to give irate 
citizens a chance to express themselves. 
Then board members resigned, the Times- 
Journal at Eastman says, “rather than be 
subjected to the ordeals with which they 
were faced almost daily.” 

Since then, the present board re- 
ports, there has been a cooling off period 
and change. “People have had time to 
analyze present inadequate conditions,” 
the Eastman paper says. They see the 
needs created by the rapid growth in 
school population. They know they won't 
get a million and a quarter in State School 
Building Authority aid unless they accept 
consolidated recommendations. 

So the school board has its ear to the 
ground. “We want to do the right thing 
and the thing that is best for our chil- 
dren,” the board members @ere saying. 

If the board finds enough people have 
seen the light regarding consolidation, 
they may vote in that direction. 

The change in the Dodge County 
school setup may not come immediately, 
but the swing in sentiment is significant. 
“That which is best for the children” 
should be the guiding principle every- 
where.

Someone Has to Pay 


We know nothing about nor can we 
pass judgment on the financial condition 
of the City of Americus. It is perhaps no 
better nor no worse than other cities of 
comparable size—most of which have 
similar problems. 

It came as no surprise when its citi- 
zens Tuesday voted approval of a $200,- 
000 school bond issue to meet an ob- 
vious need. But when requested in 
the same election to approve a 3.5 tax 
millage increase to finance the bonds, the 
voters turned it down cold. Under the 
circumstances, selling the issue probably 
will be difficult indeed. ° 

The action is typical. People demand 
more and more services from government 
at all levels. When it comes to paying, 
however, they throw up their hands in 
dismay and start screaming about high 
taxes. 

The moral is still simple. You can- 
not get something for nothing. Good 
‘schools, hospitals, police protection, sani- 
tation and the whole range of government 
services cost money. When the people 
demand them, they must remember that 
they, too, must foot the bill.

This is due chiefly to two men who have 
pioneered in this field. Both have given particular attention to gov- 
ernment reinsurance of private and nonprofit health plans as a means 
of sharing the risk and making such medical services available more 
widely, which was included among the President’s recommendations. 


One is Rep. Wolverton (Rep., 
N.J.), chairman of the House In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, who not only be- 
gan public hearings this week by 
his committee, but also introduced 
a series of bills, one to carry out 
specifically the reinsurance plan, 
others to authorize government 
loans for medical and hospital fa- 
cilities and equipment and gov- 
ernment mortgage guarantee for 
new private hospital construction. 

In his questions and comments 
as the hearing progresses, the vet- 
eran New Jersey congressman re- 
veals a deep and devoted interest 
in the in@reasingly serious health 
problem, an interest obviously 
whetted by what he saw in inspec- 
tion of government health pro- 
grams during the recess with 
members of his committee in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Sweden, Australia, New Zealand 
and Japan. 

The other pioneer who gave im- 
petus to President Eisenhower's 
health program was Dr. Pau! B. 
Magnuson, former chief medical 
officer of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, who was chairman of the 
Commission on the Nation’s Health 
appointed by President Truman 
which explored the reinsurance 
principle now espoused by Mr. 
Truman's successor and recom- 
mended it in its voluminous, five- 
volume report,

Dr. Magnuson explains that 
“there is nothing new in the rein- 
surance principle.” It has been ap- 
plied for years by the Federal De- 
posit Insuimce Corp. in guaran- 
tee of bank deposits, and in guar- 
antee of home mortgages both by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion and the Veterans Administra- 
tion. Dr. Magnuson said he had 
advocated the principle for health 
plans for ‘‘a long, long time.” 


His commission recommended it 
to enable private payment health 
plans ‘‘to extend their services and 
still be protected from financial 
catastrophe,”” as he quoted the 
commission's report. Thus it would 
work, according to the commission 
report: 

“Each participating plan would 
Pay into a federal insurance agen- 
cy a certain proportion of the 
premiums collected'from its mem- 
bers. The government would then 
guarantee to meet any liability ex- 
ceeding a certain maximum, in a 
manner similar to the reinsurance 
principle as applied to other forms 
of risk.” 


Dr. Magnuson explained that the 
really difficult problem is the 
health catastrophe, entailing heavy 
expenditures by a family. Little 
thus far has been done about 
that, he told the committee, by ex- 
isting health plans,

“By faith Moses endured, as see- 
ing him who is invisible” . (He- 
brews 11:27). When you realize 
that supporting you are all the re- 
sources of the Eternal God, it 
takes away your fear as nothing 
else can.

Texas, a State of Mind 


AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 13—An obelisk sort of tower 
rising up like a large concrete thumb from the main 
building at University of Texas is the flying traveler’s 
first and last landmark approaching and leaving Austin. 
The state capitol building, brown in hue and appropri- 
ately rugged in architecture, stands its ground in a cor- 
responding position that gives the impression Texas has 
attempted its own version of The Mall. 

I didn’t ask. I figured any rightfully proud Texan would have 

answered that Washington had attempted its version of the Texas 
pattern. 
: Austin is a pleasant place, sta- 
tioned on some gentle rises they call 
hills here as against the billiard table 
countryside. First, it's the state capi- 
tal. Second, it’s the home of the state 
university. Third, it's the home of the 
Texas Longhorns football team. 


In the fall, this order is rear- 
ranged. First, it becomes the home 
of the Texas Longhorns. This is 
important, for the first duty of any 
University of Texas athiete is to 
defend the honor of his state. It is 
proper, then, that everything pos; 
sible go into the project to make 
Texas powerful on Saturday after- 
,noons between September and De- 
cember. Hardly any people suffer 
more agony from football defeat 
than Texans, unless it’s Ohioans. 
In Ohio, though, it’s limited to Co-

lumbus. In Texas, the agony is statewide. 


Not at all a minor contributor to this condition is the army 
of Texas sports writers, a group so vast that thy man from Beau- 
mont has never yet met the man from El] Paso. But I say this, 
after-a visit with them at their first state seminar, that Texas 
has attracted a sports writing set in keeping with its character.

The buik of overweights who 
carry their lunch seem to feel 
that if they could solve the sand- 
wich problem, slimming would 
be no trick at all. 

It's easy to lower sandwich 
calories by using thinly sliced 
bread and thick protein filling— 
leah meat, slices of cheese or 
chicken or hard-cooked eggs. 
Use butter sparingly, or use a 
thin spread of mayonnaise or 
mustard. On the market now are 
a number of high protein breads 
which you may find more satis- 


ADD VARIETY 
' A slimming way to add variety 


is to wax-wrap something chewy 
such as‘ carrot sticks, radishes, 
celery or a tomato. A_ section 
of lettuce may be carried this 
way and added to the sandwich. 
Top off with a favorite fruit. 

It's a good plan to vary the 
fruit daily—a banana, fresh 
pear, tangerine, easy - to - pecl 
orange, tart apple, grapes or a 
wedge of fresh pineapple, 
wrapped in wax paper or foil. 
Beverages may be coffee, tea, 
buttermilk or milk. A soft drink 
adds 75 to 100 calories. 

The man who carries his lunch 
is likely to feel the need for two 
sandwiches. To lessen calories 
but keep lunch sustaining, he 
may have extra protein in place 
of the second sandwich — an 
ounce of yellow cheese, a hard- 
cooked egg, a couple of extra 
slices of luncheon meat or, for 
a special treat, a leftover chicken 
leg and thigh. 

The mistake many workers 
make is in skipping breakfast. 
You've heard the familiar ar- 
guments for breakfast — that 
food is needed after a 12-hour 
fast and that breakfast gives an 
energy carryover and prevents
